1981: AIDS pandemic begins 
1984: HIV identified as cause 3 years 
April 1984: Margaret Heckler, then-Sec of HHS: “vaccine would be ready to test within 2 years” 
1992: leading cause of death in men in the U.S. aged 25-44 
1998: VaxGen began AIDSVAX (VAX004) Phase 3 trial in North America 17 years 
2010 to 2018: 28% increase in new infections in Eastern Europe & Central Asia 
2019: 9" leading cause of death world-wide in people ages 25-34 
2019: 5,044 deaths in U.S. 
2020: ~680,000 deaths world-wide with >387,700 in Africa, >10,000 in South America 
June 2021: 6 trials gone to completion with / partial success 39 years 
2021: >35,000 new HIV diagnoses in U.S. 
2021: >10,000,000 people with HIV are not on drug treatment vs 27,400,000 on meds 
2022: 39,000,000 living with HIV 
2023: Over 12,000,000 people are living with HIV in the U.S. 42 years 


More than 36,000,000 people have died 
Over 780,000 people died in the U.S. by 2022, 6 times MORE than COVID-19 deaths.
